One prophecy particularly alluded to, 


against which skepticism had maintained 
a profound silence, w is a prediction con- 
cerning the Jews ilOCO years ago, by Mo- 
ses. "Tbe Lord shall scatter theo among 
all people, from one end of tho earth even 
unto the other, and amongst these 'nations 
shall thou find no ease, neither shall the 
solo of thy foot have rest, and thou Shalt be- 
cnino an astonishment, a proverb and a 
by-word, among all tho nation! whither 
tho Lord thy God, shall send theo." The 
speaker then referred to the Internal evi- 
dences and named among them tho pecu- 
liar character of the founders of Christ's 
kingdom. Christ did not go to the schools 
—sought not the aid of philosophy, sci- 
ence or rhetoric, but committed the Inter- 
ests of his klngdam to twelve unlettered 
Qulilcnn fishermen,'wboso sunburnt faces, 
brawny hands, were altogether too vulgar 
for modern Christian fastidiousness.

As it is the whole world Is 
dumb before God, for the Gospel glands in 
tho Power of God, and cot in tho wisdom 
of men."
